When varieties are registered 
they have been approved by the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Associ. 
ation, and Foundation stocks have 


been produced by Plant Breeders} | 


and distributed to Seed Growers. 
As a general rule, Foundation 
stocks of new varieties are pro- 
produced by a process of seleetion 
and testing coveling a period of 
about three years, after which 
time they are increased for distri- 
bution to Seed Growers, and are 
then multiplied by Seed Growers 
and distributed to farmers as 
Registered seed. 

The twojvarieties Renown and 
Regent are examples of varie:ies 
which have gone through this pro- 
cedure, and ia which definite im- 
provement has resuited. There is 
an improvement in yield, earliness, 
straw strength, disease resistance 
and quality,”
